Adelaide United FC has responded 
from its opening weekend disappoint- 
ment in the best way possible by de- 
feating Melbourne Victory 1-0 at Hind- 
marsh Stadium. 

Inspired by the debut performance of 
Dario Vidosic, the Reds made it three 
wins in succession against the Victory, 
Sergio van Dijk netting the winner and his 
first of the season in the 52nd minute. 

Van Dijk’s breakthrough came just min- 
utes before Melbourne were restricted to 
ten men following the send off of captain 
Adrian Leijer for a second bookable of- 
fence. The Reds then used their extra 
player advantage to turn the screws as 
they produced some sublime interplay 
in the attacking third during a period that 
could have stretched their lead. 

However, with the likes of Harry Kewell, 
Archie Thompson, Marco Rojas and Car- 
los Hernandez, the Victory were always 
going to threaten and were not without 
their chances in a tense 90 minutes. 

But led by captain Jon McKain, who was 
awarded the Kosmina/Muscat medal, and 
ably supported in the centre of defence 
by Milan Susak, the Reds stood tall and 
defended stoutly as a unit to keep the Vic- 
tory scoreless. 

With their first three points of the sea- 
son safely in the bank, Head Coach Rini 
Coolen was delighted with his team’s 
turnaround from the loss to Perth just five 
days earlier. 

“We spent a lot of time in just a couple 
of days fixing a few problems and | think 
the boys showed some very good impor- 
tant things today — their effort and what 
you need to win a game like this,” Coolen 
said.

“We could mention a lot of players who 
did well but | think the team was the win- 
ner today, and also the crowd, | think 
they definitely saw a good football game 
and for us it was fantastic that we kept 
the three points here.” 

Coolen made two changes to the starting 
eleven, Osama Malik given his first start

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for the club, filling in at right back, while 
Vidosic made his first Hyundai A-League 
appearance for the Reds, Bruce Djite 
making taking up a spot on the bench. 
The match lived up to the hype in a typi- 
cally lively opening, the Reds with two 
corners in the opening five minutes be- 
fore the first shot of the match came from 
the boot of Andy Slory, the Dutchman's 
long range effort flying high and wide of 
the mark. 

The game was being played at a frenetic 
pace, and Victory keeper Ante Covic was 
almost left red faced on 14 minutes when

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he spilt a regulation ball that went closer 
than comfort to his goal line. 

It was an evidently more urgent United 
outfit than last week, although they were 
made to soak up a favourable period for 
the Victory, Susak making a crucial tackle 
to stop Thompson in his tracks when he 
was seemingly clear in the penalty area. 

The closest either side came in the 
opening half was through McKain in the 
34th minute as he tried to nod on Evgeniy 
Levchenko’s header, the ball just palmed 
away in time by Covic.

A slow square ball 
from Melbourne's Brazilian left back Fabio 
failed to find its intended target in Rodrigo 
Vargas and van Dijk pounced in typically 
ruthless fashion, slamming his first time 
drive past Covic to the raptures of the 
United faithful. 

It then got worse for the Victory as Lei- 
jer was given his marching orders, Vid- 
osic then almost catching the Melbourne 
defence napping from the resultant free 
kick but he sprayed the chance over the 
crossbar. 

Slory was the next to go close when he 
appeared destined to score courtesy of a 
clever layoff by van Dijk, but the end result 
landed straight into the arms of Covic from 
just inside the penalty spot. The Dutch duo 
was at it again moments later, van Dijk 
curling a sublime effort into the woodwork. 

With a second goal eluding them, the 
Reds were made to fight until the end to 
hang onto their lead, Susak denying sub- 
stitute Jean Carlos Solarzano a golden 
chance to draw Melbourne level with an- 
other perfectly timed slide tackle. 
Hernandez had Adelaide hearts in mouths 
late on with a curling shot that flashed just 
wide, the final whistle music to the ears of 
Coolen and the majority of the 14,573 fans 
in attendance.

A strangely tentative Central Coast 
took 80 minutes to get desperate on 
Saturday night but managed to sal- 
vage a point three minutes from time 
after captain Patrick Zwaanswijk’s 
towering header eluded Glen Moss to 
sneak under the crossbar. 

The Mariners barely deserved to get any- 
thing out of the game. They had the best 
of the opening 20 minutes but for all their 
early dominance had only one meaningful 
shot when Pedj Bojic found Matt Simon 
on the corner of the box in the 9th minute. 
Simon’s first time shot was headed for 
the bottom right corner but was superbly 
saved by Glen Moss. 

After that, the Mariners huffed and puffed 
around the Gold Coast third but couldn’t 
manage a clear shot. The speed and di- 
rectness of play from last year was entire- 
ly missing. Every time the wide men had 
a chance to get in behind the defence, 
they would cut back inside, allowing the 
Gold Coast to get back in shape. Then, 
when the Gold Coast started to press fur- 
ther up the park, the Mariners got sloppy 
and couldn’t keep possession. 

To some extent the Gold Coast were as- 
sisted in the first half by a very permis- 
sive referee O'Leary who allowed several 
dangerous looking challenges but then 
incurred the wrath of the home crowd 
when the first time a Mariners player 
went in hard and late he wound up in the 
book. 

For whatever reason, the Mariners al- 
lowed the Gold Coast to take control and 
looked likely to pay for their early gen- 
erosity in the 32nd minute when James 
Brown’s excellent cross forced an error on 
the far post by Bojic, presenting an easy 
chance to Ben Halloran, who scooped 
over when closed down by Mat Ryan. 
Apart from that, it was a fairly subdued 
first half. Let us never speak of it again. 
The game desperately needed a goal to 
spark itinto action, but to the dismay of the 
home fans it was scored by the visitors.

Last season’s champions continued

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Yellow Fever tainted by reds

Wellington Phoenix built upon their 
unbeaten run at Westpac Stadium in 
bossing Newcastle Jets to a 2-0 win 
in Wellington on Sunday. 

It was a result the Phoenix fully de- 
served despite finishing the match with 
nine men in a match that saw midfield- 
ers Nick Ward and Tim Brown sent off 
late in the second half. 

Wellington went into half time a goal 
up courtesy of a Tim Brown header in 
the 18th minute and will have felt they 
should have improved their advantage 
in the second half with golden chances 
falling twice to player-coach Chris 
Greenacre, Daniel and replacement 
striker Alex Smith.

It 
was a goal they deserved and - even 
at such an early point — it looked as 
though Jets were going to struggle to 
get back into the match. 

Greenacre spurned a glorious oppor- 
tunity to double their lead moments af- 
ter the restart after his shot found New- 
castle keeper Kennedy. But Wellington 
continued to press forward, seemingly 
learning the lesson for sitting on a one 
goal advantage they had learnt the hard 
way last weekend on the Gold Coast.

The play of James Brown has been 
a highlight for Gold Coast in the 
opening two rounds however it’s the 
likely debut of Dutch import and for- 
mer Blackburn Rovers striker Maceo 
Rigters that has generated most of 
the pre-match buzz for United. 


Having had to sit out the first two 
rounds of the season due to prob- 
lems with his visa the Dutch striker 
is expected to finally take to the field 
and by all reports is relishing the 
prospect of snapping Brisbane’s un- 
beaten run. 

Brisbane’s defence has looked shaky 
at times over opening two games 
and the combination of Brown and 
Rigters might bring them unstuck. 
The home side will need to be on 
form but should fancy their chances 
to come out on top.

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Derby Week Grips A-League in Week 3

The opening two weeks of the A- 
League season has captured the imagi- 
nation of the wider football public. A 
revamped October commencement, 
in conjunction with the introductions 
of Socceroos stalwarts Harry Kewell 
and Brett Emerton, at Melbourne Vic- 
tory and Sydney FC respectively have 
played contributing factors to exten- 
sive media exposure in season seven. 
With all this in mind, Football Federation 
Australia has pitted round three as “rivalry 
round”, which witnesses some of the more 
heated foes lock horns in a 90-minute 
showpiece. Brisbane Roar renews their 
hostilities with Gold Coast United, hosting 
their counterpart at Suncorp Stadium. The 
F3 Derby is reignited, with Newcastle Jets 
welcoming the Central Coast Mariners at 
Ausgrid Stadium. While not depicted as 
a traditional rivalry, there's no doubt that 
Adelaide United and Sydney FC have en- 
compassed fervent battles in history gone 
by. And finally, the only derby that is true 
to its name, cross-town rivals Melbourne 
Victory and Melbourne Heart clash for the 
city’s bragging rights in the fourth version 
of the Melbourne Derby. 

When the A-League was initially formed, 
the FFA desired a “one team per city” 
format for the opening few seasons of 
the new competition. While the idea may 
have worked in some perusals, there were 
many sceptics surrounding the system. 
What the A-League lacked was a proper 
inner-city rivalry, where reputations, alle- 
giances and club supremacy were up for 
the taking. 


Derby matches are often portrayed as 
the most passionate, enthusiastic and 
pulsating meeting throughout the football 
campaign. It's a unique facet within the 
game that cannot be echoed in any other 
fashion. The atmosphere exuberated 
amongst the clubs’ fanatical supporters 
is what makes the environment a special 
scene to indulge in. 

This was evident in the Melbourne Der- 
by’s last season. An aggregate attendance 
of 81,187 emerged over the three fixtures, 
which witnessed 11 goals, 24 yellow cards 
and two red cards. The growing enmity 
showcased between Victory and Heart 
was a fantastic spectacle for the competi- 
tion - in a season which confronted many 
impediments off the pitch — and was truly 
one of the positives elements to grasp 
from season six. The growing zealous be- 
tween the clubs was not solely palpable in 
the stands, with the players demonstrating 
their loyalties on the pitch - reminiscent of 
an army marching into combat. 

There was no secret pertaining to how 
bitter sweet the taste of triumph would be 
over their newly found cross-town rival. 
When fans evoke about the season that 
has been, the derby meetings always 
convey fond memories. Bragging rights 
between supporters should never be be- 
littled, as high precedence is valued on the 
superior season between the rival outfits — 
whether it’s claiming victory in the derbies 
or the subsequent placing on the table at 
season’s end. 

It many respects, the hostile environ- 
ments displayed were analogous to the 
many famous derby encounters around 
the football sphere. Some of the most 
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famous encounters include — “Derby della 
lodonnia” — Inter and AC Milan, “Mersey- 
side Derby” — Liverpool and Everton, “Old 
Firm Derby” — Celtic and Rangers, “El Der- 
bi Madrileno” — Real Madrid and Atletico 
ladrid and “Fla-Flu Derby” — Flamengo 
and Fluminese and “Superclasico” — Boca 
Juniors and River Plate. 

With the growing success between the 
lelbourne foes, Sydney should, with an- 
ticipation have a similar ritual in the not too 
distant future — the Sky Blues staking their 
claim against a prospective outfit from the 
city’s west — would be a mouth-watering 
contest. Despite the turbulent expansion 
process — which has seen clubs financially 
struggle and provisional licences handed 
out with susceptible market research — 
the FFA must seek to expand the game’s 
reach out in Western Sydney as soon as 
possible — assuming the hypothetical club 
is financially viable. In the nation’s largest 
market, Sydney is an ideal landscape to 
nurture the competition's brand. If Mel- 
bourne can accomplish the derby feat, 
then Sydney is more than capable of fol- 
lowing suite. 

The derby traditions are a welcome ad- 
dition to the A-League. With the cross-city 
rivalry absent in the opening five years of 
the competition, the Melbourne Derby has 
helped cultivate exposure for our domes- 
tic game, while illustrating football's dis- 
tinctive fan culture to the sporting public. 
Whilst Melbourne is the only city to boast 
two clubs — the drama, tension, contro- 
versy and exhilaration is also perceptible 
in the other numerous rivalries dispersed 
amongst the league. Let the battles be-

Victory’s blue brigade won't 
get the better of their former 
player.

But you can bet your bottom 
dollar that the blue side of the 
argument will be in full voice and 
whenever Behich touches the ball 
they'll let him know about it. 

But that goes with the territory 

when you are the first player to 
have played with both Melbourne 
A-League outfits and the first to be 
sent off in a local derby. 
Couple that with the 20-year-old’s 
reputation for being a feisty and 
in-your-face competitor and you 
have the perfect cocktail for cat- 
calling en masse. 

But baiting Behich isn’t a game 

exclusively for spectators. Op- 
ponents too are well aware of his 
reputation and they try and wind 
him up at every opportunity. 
‘| guess there's a fair bit of trash 
talk out there but that’s part of life 
in lots of things you do. It doesn’t 
worry me. | can give as good as 
| get.” 

And he’s been giving plenty in re- 
cent times. So much so that he is 
fast becoming one of the standout 
left backs in the competition, a fact 
recognised by his call-up earlier 
this year to the Olyroos. 

‘It's a massive honour to put on 
the green and gold even with the 
under-23s. It was a privilege to be 
selected and for me it was an un- 
believable experience. 

‘I've played against Japan, Sin- 
gapore and Yemen and it really 
is a different standard altogether 
because you're playing alongside 
the best in your age group. 

‘| mean, this is only my second full 
year in the A-League so yeah, it 
was a huge thing for me to play for 
my country.” 

Particularly so because Behich 
belongs to a list of talented young 
footballers who were never part 
of the Victorian Institute of Sport 
pathway.

His contract hopes were rea- 
lised when he signed a short-term 
agreement with Heart as an injury 
replacement for Kristian Sarkies 
and all his hard work paid off on 
25 October 2010 when he signed 
his first full-time A-League con- 
tract. 

I's been onwards and upwards 
ever since, even when red carded 
late in the second half of the in- 
augural Melbourne derby which 
Heart won 2-1 last season. 

And there's little doubt that when 
Saturday night fever hits Mel- 
bourne this weekend Behich will 
be on centre stage in the full glare 
of the spotlight once more. 

There are few certainties in life 
and there’s nothing certain about 
the outcome of what promises to 
be a passionate and gripping con- 
test at Etihad. 

But one of life’s few certainties 
is that Behich will cop it from the 
Victory fans. 

You get the feeling he wouldn't 
want it any other way. 

He's used to playing on the edge, 
used to striding boldly onto the 
arena expecting to win, clearing 
his mind of any negative thoughts 
and living in the moment.
